The Past and Future of Canadian 
Publishing 


Hugh S. Eayrs 
Chairman, Book Publishers’ Section, Board of Trade, Toronto 


NY paper which attempts to discuss 
publishing conditions in Canada to- 
day must necessarily refer to condi- 

tions as they were in an older day. The 
oldest established house among us is now 
known as the Ryerson Press. It was 
established in 1829, and for years was 
familiarly and popularly known as the 
Methodist Book Room, with which title 
will always be associated the name of 
William Briggs, a commanding figure in 
publishing circles in Canada for many 
years. Sixty-eight years ago the Hunter- 
Rose Company was established. It would 
de true to say that until approximately the 
year 1900 the publishing business in Can- 
ada was largely in the hands of the Metho- 
dist Book Room, Hunter-Rose Co., the 
Copp Clark Company and W. J. Gage & 
Co., Ltd. (the latter established under that 
name in 1844). William Bryce was a fig- 
ure, tho a lesser one. In those days con- 
siderably fewer books in the general field 
were published, but they ran to large edi- 
tions. ‘Today the Hunter-Rose Company 
does but little publishing, but is a large 
printing house; the Gage Co. confines it- 
self almost exclusively to textbook publish- 
ing; the person and imprint of William 
Bryce has these many years dropped out, 
while the Copp Clark Co. and the Ryer- 
‘on Press publish in both the general and 
the educational book field. We still have 
with us H. L. Thompson, hale and hearty 


and looking twenty years younger than his 
age, directing the Copp Clark Co., while 
the head of the Ryerson Press, since the 
death of William Briggs a few years ago, 
is the Rev. Samuel Fallis. Harry Love is 
the President of the Gage Company, havy- 
ing succeeded W. P. Gundy upon his death, 
Mr. Gundy having become president after 
Sir William Gage died. 

In the days of four or five publishers, 
agency arrangements for British and 
United States houses were upon nothing 
like as complete a scale as they are to-day. 
Thirty or forty years ago the few Cana- 
dian publishers obtained rights for (or did 
they always?) popular successes in the 
British and American fields, and issued 
them here in large editions, but there was 
little attempt at representation of the com- 
plete lines of publishers from the other 
side of the border or overseas. ‘To-day 
there are hardly any United States or 
British publishers whose lines are not car- 
ried and traded wholly or very largely in 
Canada. 

The swing to the establishment of a 
larger number of publishers in this coun- 
try came about 1900. That picturesque 
figure in Canadian political history, the 
late Sir Wilfrid Laurier, told the world 
that “The roth Century was America’s” 
(by which he meant the United States’s ) 
“but that the 20th Century was Canada’s.” 

Up here from New York came George 
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McLeod, who established himself in Can- 
ada just before the beginning of Canada’s 
century. Some three years later he asso- 
ciated with him in partnership Tom Allen, 
and the firm name became McLeod and 
Allen. Under this imprint these two men 
published together for seventeen years, each 
then re-establishing and publishing under 
his own name. Praise be, they are both 
still with us! In 1901 C. J. Musson went 
into business as the Musson Book Com- 
pany. The first British house to establish 
its own business in Canada was the Ox- 
ford University Press, which did so in 
1904, S. B. Gundy becoming its manager. 
In 1906 The Macmillan Company of Can-

ada Ltd. was incorporated. In that same 
year John McClelland and Frederick 
Goodchild left the Methodist Book Room 
and entered business in partnership. A {ey 
years later George Stewart was added and 
the firm became, McClelland, Goodchild 
& Stewart. Some years afterwards Mr. 
Goodchild left the partnership and started 
his own house, McClelland and Stewart 
remaining and trading under that name. 
Thus the Methodist Book Room was the 
cradle of such publishers as Gundy, Allen, 
McClelland, Goodchild and Stewart. 

In the years just before the war, William 
C. Bell took to himself a partner, and the 
firm name became Bell and Cockburn. 
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Canadian Publishing Houses in Toronto Located: 1, Thomas Allen, King St. W.;

| tt is estimated that English-speaking 
Publishing in Canada, in both domestic and 
‘Nported books, controls a turnover of 
‘oughly five million dollars. This figure

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of course covers both textbook and general 
publishing, in, one would say- roughly, the 
Proportion of 3 to 2. Montreal has its 
French-Canadian _ publishers publishing 
only in French (with the exception of Mr. 
Carrier) and catering largely to a French- 
Canadian public. The five million dollar 
turnover in English-written books is obvi- 
ously very different from that of thirty odd 
years ago. The 
whole face of pub- 
lishing has changed 
in this country as it 
has done elsewhere. 
Thousands of books 
are published in 
Canada_ to-day, 
either manufactured 
here, or imported 
from Great Britain 
or the United 
States, in place of 
hundreds a_ few 
years ago. This is 
the day of smaller 
sales of an incredi- 
bly wide list of 
books: thirty years 
ago the number of 
titles was few, and 
the sales of the few 
often ran to an as- 
tonishingly — large 
total.

Before I go on 
to a fuller discus- 
sion of the trend of 
publishing in this 
country let me refer 
to two organiza- 
tions, one eighteen 
vears old, and the 


other three, which have had considerable in- 
fluence on publishing in Canada. The first 
is the Book Publishers’ Section of the 
Board of Trade of the City of Toronto. 
This is similar to the National Association 
of Book Publishers in the States, and the 
Publishers’ Association in England. It 
was established in 1910, its chairman be- 
ing §. B. Gundy; and its Secretary, F. G. 
Morley. On its Executive Committee was 
Harry Brophy, the much-beloved director 
in Canada of the American News Com- 


pany. The Publishers’ Section of the 
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Board of Trade comprises practically all 
the English-speaking publishers in Canada: 
The Copp Clark Company is not yet with 
us, but we still hope for their inclusion. 
The Publishers’ Section, whose Vice- 
Chairman is W. C. White, the Managing 
Director of the American News Company 
(the secretary is F. D. Tolchard), moves 
in matters of Copyright and Tariff Leg- 
islation and is responsible for liaison with 
the Canadian Booksellers’ Association. 

In 1925 the Association of Canadian 
Bookmen came into being. It was largely 
the idea of S. B. Watson, and he and 
Frank Appleton of the Musson Book Com- 
pany directed its energies in the opening 
vears. The first secretary was Grace M. 
Tremeer. The affairs of the A. C. B., 
whose President is now John McClelland, 
are administered by a Managing Commit- 
tee, the Chairman of which is Donald 
French and the Secretary Jessie McEwen. 
The A. C. B.’s functions are purely promo- 
tional. It works upon much the same lines 
as the National Book Council in England 
or the Promotion Committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers, in 
New York. It is interested in securing 
‘book atmosphere.’ It provides exhibits in 
connection with clubs of one kind and 
another. It issues bibliographies and pam- 
phlets. It is at once a service to the book- 
trade and to the public behind the trade. 
Tho only three years old it has had a 
marked effect on public interest in the 
making and reading of books.

Canadian publishers are often berated by 
brother bookmen outside the country be- 
cause more books are not sold. I have 
discussed this subject at some length in a 
recent paper in the Atlantic Bookshelf, and 
will not go into it with any fullness here. 
Suffice it to say, one, that we have a total 
population of nine million people of 
which—and this is stretching it—six mil- 
lion are English-speaking; and two, that 
the area of Canada is some six hundred 
thousand square miles greater than that 
of the States. In other words, our 
English-speaking population is about the 
population of New York City but it is 
spread over an area something larger than 
that of the States. This is the basic fact 
of the whole publishing and bookselling 
position in this country. When I think of 
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conditions as I know them, when [ take 
into account the inter-play of British tra- 
ditions with the neighborliness of a grea: 
country like the United States, when | ae. 
vey the astonishing number of books of al 
kinds and amongst them the astonishing 
number of good books published eithe; 
in the States or England or both, I am 
tempted to think that the Canadian book- 
man, whether publisher or retailer, in- 
stead of being ‘cussed’ should be com- 
forted. There never was a time when the 
business of the Canadian agent of the 
United States or British publisher in the 
general field was more of a gamble than 
it is at present. . . . I think it is fair to 
say that the Canadian public is more open- 
minded in its reading tastes to-day than 
ever. I may turn this round the other 
way and say that the Canadian reading 
public was never less narrow or provin- 
cial minded. It is aware of the marked 
growth in quality of American letters dur- 
ing the last few years, and I think it buys 
the American written book when it is a 
good book pretty adequately. It can never 
be forgotten, however, that the Canadian 
publishing position is, in little, what is 
Canada’s position in the world, in large. 
We insist on working out our own salva- 
tion as a country which is part of the Brit- 
ish Empire or, to use the term I prefer, 
the British Commonwealth. But we listen 
very keenly indeed to the voice of the 
Mother Country. I am often asked bj 
traveling Britishers whether Canada pre- 
fers the British author to the United 
States author. My answer is that she takes 
to any good book wherever it comes from, 
but that after this is said there is a distinct 
preference for the work of a British au- 
thor, even tho, curiously enough, we must 
often buy our British author from a United 
States publisher! Unquestionably there 1s 
a preference for the British edition of 4 
British author—which is natural enough. 
On the other hand the sales of the Ameri- 
can author grow as the years go on. After 
sixteen years I have come to think that the 
taste of the average Canadian book reader 
is pretty sound, and, therefore, that the 
sales of the American written book in this 
country depend (after the matter of popu- 
lation is duly considered) on the worth- 
while quality of the book. Our people 
here do not want and won’t buy poor books

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wherever they come from, either from 
Great Britain or from the United States. 

One word more; Canadian publishers 
are markedly moving forward upon one 
line. During the War and in these post- 


War years Canada has developed a na- 
tional consciousness all its own. ‘This is 
true in every line of endeavor. It is a 
logical development that such a conscious- 
ness should find expression, amongst other 
ways, in the written word. Canadian 
publishers are properly aware of this. Asa 
result, the publishing in Canada of books 
by Canadian men and women is a very 
important feature of the situation indeed. 
In my judgment in the next few years the 
buying and reading of good books by Cana- 
dians will steadily increase. We do not 
urge upon our people the buying of books

because they are Canadian: this is the sort 
of questionable patriotism which expresses 
itself in “My country, right or wrong.” 
As Mr. Chesterton says, “You might just 
as well shout, ‘My mother, drunk or 
sober.’”’ We do feel, however, that the 
platform of “Buy books by Canadians” j/ 
they are good books, is indeed a sound plat- 
form. 

Canadian publishers are moving forward. 
The pace is as rapid as it can be consistent 
with due consideration of safety. We may 
feel, I venture to think, that the industry 
here is in pretty sound shape, that more 
good books are being manufactured or im- 
ported and sold than ever before, and that 
the “Ministry of Letters,” to quote John 
Morley’s phrase, is serving Canada wisely 
and well.

Perhaps it should be mentioned that 
Canadians have not been conscious of their 
fine books for a very long period of time. 


But last year at the Book- 
sellers’ and Stationers’ 
Convention held in To- 
ronto, interest was stimu- 
lated by having a com- 
mittee of three select the 
best Canadian books of 
the last few years. These 
books were judged from 
the point of view of pro- 
duction. They were 
chosen in much the same 
way as your Fifty Books 
of the Year. I want to 
tell you about these books, 
a few that were over- 
looked, and few that have 
been published since or 
are soon to be published.

Canada and the United States 


N the preface to his volume, “‘Going to 
the Sun,” Vachel Lindsay savs of his 
mountain tramp with Stephen Graham 

across the Canadian border: ‘The most 
worth-while thing in my book, or in that of 
Stephen’s which covers the same trip, is a 
matter well known to all men long before 
the books were written. That is, that a 
Britisher and a United Stateser can cross 
the Canadian-American line together and 
discover that it is hardly there; can dis- 
cover that an international boundary can 
be genuine and eternal and yet friendly. 
If there is one thing on which Stephen 
and I will agree till the Judgment Day, it 
is that all the boundaries in the world 
should be as open, and as happy, as the 
Canadian-United States line.” 

Back and forth over this invisible line 
go tens of thousands of Americans and 
Canadians each year on business or or 
pleasure, and these travelers, except for a 
customs examination, are as little conscious 
of a change of place as if they were going 
from New York to New England. 

The historic places of Canada offer a 
favorite pilgrimage. ‘There is no city on 
the continent that an American finds more 
enjoyment in visiting than Quebec, with its 
noble situation and its picturesque com- 
bination of the French and English life. 
There are no water trips that the vacation 
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traveler more enjoys than that down the 
St. Lawrence River and up the Saguenay 
or a trip to St. John, Halifax or Char. 
lottetown, or the trip down to the Thow- 
sand Islands, or down the length of the 
Great Lakes or, if the traveler be more 
venturesome, a trip down the great canoe- 
ing rivers of Canada. And all sections of 
the Canadian wilds from Newfoundland to 
Hudson Bay and from Hudson Bay to the 
Canadian Rockies and the Island of Van- 
couver are known and loved by American 
sportsmen. 

In the field of publishing and the book- 
trade the ties between United States and 
Canada are exceptionally close. A large 
part of the pulp for American paper comes 
from Canada, and the Canadian forests are 
being put on a reproducing basis so as 
to supply pulp for decades to come. The 
American publishers and their representa- 
tives are frequent visitors in Toronto, the 
center of Canadian publishing and_book- 
selling. In that city, so similar in its ap- 
pearance and ways of life to cities of like 
size across the border, the American book- 
man feels immediately at home. Canadian 
publishing has its own flavor, the best 
product of England and New York being 
winnowed out for their smaller population 
and to this added the steadily growing out- 
put of entirely Canadian characteristics, 
but the ways of doing business and the en- 
thusiasm for the publishing and bookselling 
field are the same as those in American 
cities and the same ideas of promotion and 
publicity apply. Almost coincidentally with 
the American experience, the Canadian 
booktrade has become better organized, and 
their associations of publishers, booksellers 
and the cooperating group for promotion 
are making rapid strides in carrying the 
book forward in the new era.

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The English ‘‘ Book Weeks”? 


URING the past five years the Eng- 
lish booktrade has been developing 


_ a technique of Book Weeks, inter- 
esting to the American trade for compari- 
son with its own experiences. In_ this 
country the principal efforts have been 
Children’s Book Week in November or a 
local Book Week connected with a depart- 
ment store. 


English Book Weeks have been com- 
munity affairs, largely held in the spring or 
summer. A typical program is that of 
Bath Book Week, held on May 21st-26th 
under the auspices of the local art galleries 
and library committees and the National 
Book Council of London. Exhibits and 
public lectures were held in the famous 
Pump Room, known to every visitor to 
this old English city. The ceremonies 
opened on Monday with a speech by Sir 
Michael Sadleir with Madame Sarah 
Grand, Mayoress of Bath, in the chair. 
On Tuesday’s program there was a lecture 
by Michael Sadleir, Esq. on “Book Col- 
lecting.” Wednesday was children’s day, 
and Rose Fyleman talked on ‘Poetry for 
Children.” A ‘Thursday event was an 
illustrated lecture by Basil Blackwell of 
Oxford entitled “In the Back of the Book 
World.” On Friday there was an address 
by James Owen Hannay, better known to 
book lovers as George Birmingham, and 
his subject was ““The Popular Taste in 
Fiction.” The chairman on the visit of the 
Council was the Venerable the Archdeacon 
of Bath. 

The exhibit was arranged by the local 
library committee, and there was an his- 
torical showing of books from the earliest 
Babylonian tablets and papyri loaned by 
the Bath Royal Literary and Scientific In- 
stitution down to the present time. There 
were special exhibits of book illustration in 
fine binding and of modern fine printing. 
Seventy-five publishers operated in adding 
the exhibit of modern books, these being 
arranged by subject so that the visitors 
would have an opportunity to inspect the 
best books in current literature. No books 
were sold at the exhibit, but any visitor 
could leave an order which would be filled 
thru the local dealer. The experience of 
Bath and other English cities proves the 
value of this type of co-operation. 
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A Canadian Bookshelf for 
American Tourists

HE prospective American tourist, 

who, for financial or other reasons, 

must interpret the Monroe Doctrine 
literally, yet who would fain satisfy his 
thirst for fresh worlds to conquer, has the 
alternatives of Canada and Mexico to con- 
sole him during the approaching vacation 
period. If he is a wise tourist he will seek 
to learn something about the country which 
he proposes to explore, and this is the book- 
seller’s golden opportunity. His knowledge 
of Mexico is, in all probability, fairly ade- 
quate—the Mexicans have seen to that, for 
piqued at the prominence accorded to the 
wider part of the continent, they have suc- 
ceeded, at last, in focusing world-wide 
attention upon themselves. Canada, on the 
other hand, being less assertive, has paid 
the penalty of the peaceably inclined, and 
is but sketchily known, by even her near- 
est neighbor. What is still more deplor- 
able, so far as the prospective tourist is 
concerned, is that this sketchy knowledge 
is frequently inaccurate, for the average 
American’s information concerning Canada 
is derived, usually, from two sources,—the 
motion picture thriller, fashioned after a 
stock pattern designed by a California 
“movie” magnate, and the equally-mislead- 
ing “adventure” story, written by an Eng- 
lishman or an American who “passed thru 
Canada once on a train,” or who “had an 
uncle who used to live in Montreal.” 
There is a third source of information per- 
petrated mainly for the unwary—the 
lyrical, riotously—imaginative prospectus 
of the mining or real estate “promoter,” 
who would lure American capital to the 
“fairyland of the north.” If the unsus- 
pecting tourist has been nibbling at bait of 
this kind he is doomed to inevitable disap- 
pointment, because Canada is neither such 
a Happy Hunting Ground for the seeker 
after thrills as the movie magnate finds it 
profitable to pretend, nor is it the Eldorado 


such as the literary efforts of the promoter 
would suggest. It is in the attempt to 
forestall disappointment that the following 
Canadian Bookshelf for Tourists has been 
selected, an attempt to show him Canada 
as it actually is, and not as it has been pic- 
tured for him by writers of pseudo-Cana- 
dian literature. If the American bookseller 
would make a point of stocking the books 
mentioned he would be doing both coun- 
tries a noteworthy service, for the books 
which appear in the following list have the 
advantage not only of being honest pictures 
of Canada and Canadians, but are infinitely 
more readable than the travesties of Cana- 
dian literature which at present flood the 
market. 

This Bookshelf does not pretend to be 
an authoritative list of what is best in 
Canadian literature. It is, rather, an 
“atmospheric” list, designed for the out- 
sider who seeks accurate information about 
the country and its inhabitants. For this 
reason a Canadian author whose name, 
during the past year, has been more fa- 
miliar in the United States than that of 
any other Canadian writer, (Mazo de la 
Roche) is not included, for Miss de la 
Roche’s writings, while admirable from a 
literary point of view contribute little to 
an understanding of the “genus Cana- 
diensis, his habits and habitat.” The list 
follows a geographical arrangement both 
for the tourist’s convenience, and because 
this seemed the most satisfactory method ot 
explaining a people as composite in charac- 
ter as the Canadian people; for the Cana- 
dian who lives in Nova Scotia is totally 
unlike the French Canadian, nor does he 
greatly resemble the Westerner, nor even 
the Ontarian, to whom he is most closely 
akin. In order to stress this important 
geographical and psychological fact I have 
indicated the following groupings in my 
list, apart from the division by classifica- 
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‘jon:—Indian, Maritime, French Cana- 
Jian, Ontario, Western, and Northland, 
and I have attempted to fit into these 
sroupings the books at present available, 
hich seem to present the most vivid and 
honest picture of the people and places 
within the group, and which have literary 
merit as well. I have been hampered by 
the fact that some of the best books on 
the subjects are out of print, especially 
books of description, and several of the best 
novels. If the groups should seem dispro- 
portionate, this will serve as a partial ex- 
planation. The French Canadian group 
is the largest because there were more and 
better books to be chosen for this section 
than for any of the others, since few people 
who have visited this quaint and delightful 
province can restrain from voicing their 
appreciation. Again, the list for the Mari- 
times is fairly lengthy, because Haliburton, 
the father of Canadian literature, lived 
there, and the “Bluenose’’ has been deter- 
mined to keep up the tradition (witness 
Roberts and Carman). I have included a 
section on the Indians because, while the 
glory of this great race has gone, it has 
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left traces of its spirit on the Canadian 
people even to the present day. Some of 
the books included in the Bookshelf are so 
general in character that they cannot be 
fitted into any sectional group. Taken al- 
together, while there are undoubtedly seri- 
ous omissions, I feel that I have been for- 
tunate enough to have found two score of 
books which present a fair estimate of Can- 
ada and its people, and which need not 
blush to be placed beside the literature of 
other countries. If the prospective tourist 
will read this Bookshelf, or a portion of it, 
I am fatuous enough to believe that, in- 
stead of being disappointed because his 
mythical Canada does not exist, he will 
become even more strongly attracted to the 
real Canada, and that, instead of post- 
poning his visit when he learns the truth, 
he will be only the more impatient to 
begin his first hand acquaintance with his 
northern neighbor; and if the bookseller 
can help to compass this desirable end, 
those citizens of both countries who are 
seeking to perfect international relations 
between Canada and the United States will 
surely rise up and call him blessed.

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Some Aspects of Bookselling in 


Canada 
William Tyrrell 


President of the Canadian Booksellers’ Association 


T goes without saying that the book- 

trade in Canada accepts as a great 

compliment this “Canadian Number” 
of the Publishers’ Weekly, and in its pub- 
lication sees another of the many generous 
evidences of goodwill to Canadians which 
are so characteristic of the Publishers’ 
W eekly. 

As a sort of preface to what follows 
may I express the hope that those in the 
United States who are not familiar with 
Canada will try to visualize us, both pub- 
lishers and booksellers, as living our daily 
lives much as you yourselves live. Our 
cities, towns and villages (excepting 
French Canada) are, in most respects, 
similar to your own. ‘Try, therefore, to 
empty your minds completely of the Can- 
ada you see depicted in the movies. We, 
your neighbors to the north, do not live 
in a land of ice and snow, peopled by In- 
dians, trappers and Eskimos. Our climate 
is much like that of the upper part of the 
United States from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and if a troop of red-coated 
Mounted Police were seen in any of our 
communities they would create as much ex- 
citement as a circus; moreover, if the butts 
of revolvers were seen peeping from the hip 
pockets of any of our citizens, those citizens 
would swiftly find themselves in the police 
court. No, Canada is a civilized, happy 
country very like your own with many 
book lovers and book buyers whose 
daily lives are made richer and fuller by 
the interest they take in current and classic 
literature. 

In some respects the booksellers of Can- 
ada have advantages not possessed any- 
where else in the English-speaking world 
because here in many instances you can see 
arranged side by side both the English and 
American editions of the same works, giv- 
ing book buyers a choice not to be had out- 
side of Canada, either in England or the 


United States. It is, of course. natural 
that Canadians being British citizens find. 
perhaps, a greater interest in the works of 
English writers than in those by American 
authors ; but it is quite true to say that most 
of the books popular in the United States 
are popular also with Canadian readers. 
Needless to say this statement applies more 
to fiction than to works of biography, as 
the lives of British public men have a 
greater interest for Canadian readers than 
do the biographies of eminent Americans. 
But there are many exceptions even to this 
general statement—for example the sale in 
Canada of Page’s Life and Letters far ex- 
ceeded that of any work of a biographical 
character, Canadian, English or American 
that has been issued for more than a 
decade. 

But as all booksellers know, fiction is 
the “bread and butter” of our business and, 
for this reason, it should be given most 
attention. It is obviously an elementary 
fact to say that booksellers, if they are to 
succeed, must be business men, but they 
must also be readers. After a long experi- 
ence, I can find no other way but reading 
by which to come to a decision regarding 
new books, and nothing for that matter 
gives a bookseller (if he is born to the job) 
so much pleasure as to be always eagerly 
on the lookout for a good new novel. To 
illustrate, a few months ago, and quite un- 
aware of the delight that lay before me 
I took out a book from the pile waiting to 
be read, “The Bridge of San Luis Rey,” 
and for several hours experienced a joy 
that seldom comes to the novel reader. But 
even tho such jewels are rare, you never 
know your luck, and like a patient fisher- 
man you are lured on from one place to 
another, always subconsciously sure that 
some day another beauty will be landed. 

Every book is in a way an adventure, 
and herein lies the fascination of book- 
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gllingz. Many businesses may be more 
nrofitable, but few are so free from mon- 
stony, and fewer still give their owners 
« constantly the pleasures of anticipation. 
Bookselling is full of variety and interest, 
and one of its compensations is that it 
brings us into frequent contact with inter- 
esting people. In a single day one may 
meet a famous novelist or poet, a great 
explorer, or a statesman of international 
fame. 

One of the most gratifying things to the 
modern bookseller is the amazing and 
splendid increase in the demand for works 
other than fiction. ‘Today all best sellers 
are not novels, many non-fiction works 
attaining a sale that would command the 
envy of a very popular novelist. It is not 
at all uncommon in these days for an out- 
standing volume of reminiscences or biog- 
raphy to have a very large sale even tho 
published at a high price. 
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All of which makes us very hopeful for 
the future, Perhaps the practice of read- 
ing is only in its infancy. Never since 
time began have there been so many rich 
people and yet most of them are self-made 
and, therefore, without much knowledge 
of literature or desire for reading. ‘They 
read little as a rule beyond the daily news- 
paper or the almost daily magazine, so 
numerous have the latter become, but hav- 
ing lacked opportunities for cultivating the 
beauties of life for themselves they are all 
the more determined to give such oppor- 
tunities to their children. To get the 
greatest pleasure from literature one should 
begin early. To realize in a great degree 
the delights of reading children should be 
encouraged to make friends with book- 
sellers and thus acquire at an early age a 
fond familiarity with an art which will 
minister to their happiness as long as they 
live. 


The Booktrade in Western 


Canada

O my desk one day, when I was 
rushing the “Clearing up” process 
preparatory to getting out for a 
game of Golf came a message. “Will you 
write on “The Booktrade in Western 
Canada” for a Canadian number of the 
Publishers’ Weekly?” My first thought 
was—how nice of the Editor of the Pub- 
lishers’ Weekly to plan a Canadian issue; 
my second, “I really ought to acknowledge 
his courtesy by saying ‘Yes, I will.’” I 
suppose I have been asked to do it because 
| happen to be the head of the oldest book 
firm in Western Canada, or rather the 
Prairie-Provinces Section of Western Can- 
ada (British Columbia was settled long be- 
tore the Prairie Provinces, consequently 
has some older establishments). Winnipeg 
's Just fifty-seven years old and our Book- 
shop, established in 1880, will celebrate its 
ittieth anniversary next year. 
| must not, however, say too much about 
our shop or I might be accused of taking 


advantage of a situation; but it is true 
that we occupy quite a prominent place in 


the booktrade of Western Canada. We 
have felt for years that the salvation of 
the bookseller was to develop a mail order 
business. We publish annually a popular 
book catalog and spill thousands of copies 
of it all over the West. We do not go 
into the places where there are brother 
booksellers but everywhere else where we 
can find English-speaking people—there go 
our catalogs. With this extra business we 
are able to carry a pretty heavy stock of 
books in Winnipeg, and I imagine our 
stock to-day is quite one hundred thousatid 
volumes. In the city we operate a very ex- 
tensive rental library, another absolutely 
essential department in any progressive 
bookshop. ‘The success of our city library 
has caused us to undertake a similar one 
for out-of-town readers thru the mails. 
This is also successful. 


Western Canada is a very big slice of 
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the Continent, and I do not know all the 
booksellers personally, therefore this article 
cannot cover more than those in the prin- 
cipal cities. Canadian booksellers meet 
three sets of book salesmen during the year: 
the men representing Canadian publishers 
and jobbing houses, also representatives of 
British and United States publishers who 
are not represented by the Canadian job- 
bers. These multiple sources of purchase 
are a big problem for the bookseller, and 
he must be as wise as Solomon if he does 
not get overstocked—book salesmen, wheth- 
er Canadian, British or American, are al- 
ways such nice chaps whom one hates to 
turn down, but the wise bookseller is the 
man who has learned to say “No” and 
stick to it. 


Commencing with the Western City of 
Victoria (the Beautiful) on Vancouver 
Island a bookman will find several interest- 
ing shops. The T. N. Hibben Company 
with our old friend, W. H. Bone, as presi- 
dent, occupies a prominent site on Govern- 
ment Street. Nearby is located The Vic- 
toria Book and Stationery Company pre- 
sided over by Mr. Henderson. Litchfields 
Limited, another nice bookshop, is across 
the way. The David Spencer Department 
Store also has a well-stocked Book De- 
partment, with Miss Mercer in charge. 
There is a fine Public Library, and the 
library in the Parliament Buildings is a 
famous one. Victoria is a very “English” 
city, consequently it is a good book town. 
There are many circulating libraries scat- 
tered thru the city. 


Crossing the channel to the main land 
the progressive and growing City of Van- 
couver greets the eye. Vancouver is Can- 
ada’s fourth city in size and a Vancou- 
verite’s great (and illusive) dream is that 
it will, someday, outstrip Winnipeg for 
third place. Here there are several firms 
in the booktrade—I think the firm of Ire- 
land and Allan deserves first mention. 
They are “bookmen” in every fine sense 
of the word, and carry a well-selected 
stock. The David Spencer Company’s 
book department is managed by Maurice 
Blaney, and that of the Hudson’s Bay Co. 
by our old Winnipeg book-friend, John 
Hyslop. S. H. Baker and the Vancouver 
Stationers (managed by Walter Hagel) 
also carry books. 

Victoria and Vancouver booksellers have 
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the advantage of a very low freight rate 
from Great Britain (via the Panama 
Canal), consequently very representative 
stocks of British publishers are carried 
The City and University Libraries should 
also be mentioned. 

Coming eastward over the Rocky Moun- 
tains (the world’s finest scenery en route) 
the city of Calgary lies at the foothills. 
Calgary is a city of “booms.” Just now 
it is “oil,” but notwithstanding this, it is a 
pretty gocfl book town. The mayor of the 
city, Fred E. Osborne, is a stationer and 
bookseller. While he is out running the 
city, (and he is making a good job of it), 
his right-hand man, F. E. Shaw, runs the 
business. ‘Dave’ Young is another old- 
timer who carries a general book stock. 
The Hudson’s Bay Company book depart- 
ment is managed by Miss Labitsky. 

About two hundred miles north of Cal- 
gary is Alberta’s capital city, Edmonton, 
one of the coming great cities of Canada. 
Our old friend, Adam H. Esch, caters to 
the book loving population of Edmonton. 
The Willson Stationery Co. has recently 
purchased the Kennedy Store and has a 
book department. 

Further east lies the great province of 
Saskatchewan and its capital city Regina. 
The Regina Bookshop and the Canada 
Drug & Book Company captained respect- 
ively by Joe Walsh and Jack Doherty, are 
the book centers, and very representative 
book stocks are carried. The Provincial 
Library is becoming a very excellent one. 
The province also has a very extensive sys- 
tem of traveling libraries. 

To the north of Regina in the same 
province is the University City of Saska- 
toon. Saskatoon is only about thirty years 
old and has made great progress in that 
short time. Hazen and Twiss have a fine 
book and stationery store and the Hudson's 
Bay Company also has a book department. 
The Parrott Book and Stationery Com- 
pany, headed by Lindsay Parrott, and the 
Saskatchewan News Agency complete the 
list for Saskatoon. 


Coming further eastward, we arrive in 
Winnipeg, the “Hub” City of Canada and 
capital of the Province of Manitoba. Geo- 
graphically it is the hub of the North 
American wheel. Winnipeg is famed as 
being the world’s greatest grain market. 
It is a very bookish city. ‘There is a fine 
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central Public Library with two branch 
library buildings. The University and 
Provincial Libraries are worthy of special 
mention. Besides the Russell, Lang Book- 
shop, the T. Eaton Company and Hudson’s 
Bay Company (both department stores) 
have book departments. The Western 
News Company has a department of popu- 
lar books and a circulating library. Van 
Cleland’s second hand bookstore has re- 
cently been moved to a new position on 
portage Avenue. Besides these there are 
several smaller shops catering mostly to 
the foreign population. A branch of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society is located 
in Winnipeg, in its own building, and in 
the same building is the North West Tract 
and Bible Society catering to the buyers of 
religious literature. 

At the head of Lake Superior are the 
Twin Cities of Fort William and Fort 
Arthur. While located in Ontario, 
they are considered by Eastern Canada 
as Western Cities, so they might well be 
included in this journey. In Fort William 
we find the firms of Rutledge and Stewart 
and R. J. Aldrich looking after the book- 
lovers while the Public Library is man- 
aged by quite a noted librarian in the per- 
son of Mary Black. A visit to Fort Wil- 
liam is not complete without a call and 
chat with Miss Black. In Port Arthur if 
one asks for the booksellers you will be 
directed to the Howard-Bennett Limited 
or to Lowerys Bookstore.

Canadian Booksellers in Session

HE 8th Annual Convention of the 

Canadian Booksellers Convention 

was held in Toronto, on June 13, 
14 and 15, at the Toronto Board of Trade 
Rooms, A larger number of out-of-town 
retailers was present than in previous years, 
and several stimulating, not to say exciting 
discussions were held. 
Percy G. Cherry, Director of a large 
direct mail advertising concern, discussed 
the circulating matter used by booksellers. 
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The above rush trip across Western 
Canada only touches the high spots. There 
are many towns and villages where books 
are sold, mainly in the leading drug stores. 
Western Canada on the whole is a very re- 
ceptive field for books. In practically every 
community there are book clubs of some 
sort. Mechanics’ Institutes, Women’s In- 
stitutes and Grain Growers’ Societies 
everywhere have libraries. In every school 
building there is a library and also in many 
of the churches. With about six months 
of winter and consequent long nights, the 
reading of many books naturally follows, 
and altho many traveling libraries are pro- 
vided by the Governments of the four 
provinces, there is great scope for enter- 
prising booksellers to cover this ever-grow- 
ing field. 

The future of Canada, in all aspects, 
would seem almost boundless. The time 
will come when Canada will count its pop- 
ulation in tens of millions. 

In conclusion, it may be added that the 
reading taste in Western Canada has kept 
almost equal pace with the reading taste 
of the great publishing centers. In the 
last ten years it has indeed improved very 
considerably. Books on biography, history, 
philosophy, psychology and good modern 
poetry, are distributed freely among the 
general readers. The heavier class of real- 
istic fiction and the drama are in marked 


demand. These conditions, of course, 
affect “The Book Trade of Western 
Canada.” 


Mr. Cherry stated that, from records col- 
lected by his firm, the average results on 
a direct mailing campaign in the booksell- 
ing business could only be said to be two 
per cent. He suggested some interesting 
ways of composing special mailing lists, 
etc., which could be used to advantage. 
One of his most stimulating references was 
the use of direct mail matter to sell the 


business book. 
W. M. MacKay, a leading Toronto 
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bookseller, and the possessor of one of Can- 
ada’s finest amateur first edition libraries. 
revealed fascinating aspects of the market 
in first editions. 

By far the most important development, 
and the most interesting from the stand- 
point of the Canadian booktrade, was the 
discussion held between publishers and 
booksellers relative to forming committees 
for handling co-operative advertising. It 
was felt that what was needed was not 
specific advertising, but a concerted effort 
to get people buying books, and going to 
the bookstore as the logical distribution out- 
let for publishers’ wares. Admittedly there 
are books, specialized to a degree, which 
can be merchandised purely by individual 
effort. It was felt, however, that the per- 
centage of these was low, and that a real 
merchandising effort made by associated 
publishers and booksellers could be made, 
to instill into the minds of people the idea 
of BookShopping. Committees were 
formed, a book slogan will be chosen, and 
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a concerted advertising effort will be 1, 
in the Fall months. 

Norah Thompson, of the T. Eaton Co. 
Toronto, delivered a brief but interestip 
paper on “Beautiful Books.” 

Important steps are being taken by local 
booksellers with reference to the censorshi; 
law, which is in a number of municipalities 
sO loosely defined as to commit booksellers 
to gaol on a trifling offence, and one of 
which they may be entirely innocent. 

George H. Locke, Chief Librarian of 
Toronto Public Library, and past President 
of the American Library Association, spoke 
on his visit to the British Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation last year at Cambridge. 

The Canadian booktrade, handicapped 
for some years by the quantity of books 
published, the accumulation of the pub- 
lished books of three or four countries, a 
small reading public, is at last emerging : 
a well-organized whole, from which bigge: 
and better things may be expected in the 
future.

II. Distribution! from Producer to Retailer 


(A) GRANTING OF TRADE TERMS 


As far as the Committee can see, there 
are no clear principles on which trade terms 
are granted. 

The list issued by The Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation of Public Authorities, Schools, and 
others recognized as entitled to be supplied 
on trade terms includes (in addition to 
Governments and Government Depart- 
ments, Local Education Authorities, Co- 
operative Societies, and other ‘Trading 
Societies) certain Colleges and Schools, 
Religious, Political and Philanthropic So- 
cieties, Social Institutions, Professional 
Associations, certain Libraries, viz. London 


Library, Norwich and Norfolk Library, 
St. Joseph’s Library, and many individuals 
who cannot readily be classified. 

There is no difficulty with general book- 
sellers who have a shop open to the public 
all the year round, but uncertainties begin 
to arise in the case of: 


(7) Specialist shops. 

(ii) Those having no shop. 

(iii) Those whose shops are not open 
to the public all the year round. 

(iv) Those doing a direct mail order 
business. 

(v) The general village shop. 

(vi) Societies, Institutions, etc. 
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The Committee find the opinion held 
that because an individual firm or society 
received trade terms for some special book 
or class of book, it need not, and indeed it 
should not, follow that he or they should 
be recognized as a general bookseller. This 
means in effect that there should be two 
classes of booksellers, namely: 


(1) “A” booksellers. Entitled to trade 
terms on all publications. 


(ii) “B” booksellers. Entitled to trade 
terms merely on those classes of 
publications pertaining to their 
particular trade, profession, or 
organization. 


The Committee believe that such dual 
classification would greatly simplify the 
problem connected with the granting of 
trade terms, provided that both classes be 
made signatories to and bound by the 
terms of the Net Book Agreement. 
Further, it is believed that it would be in 
the interest of the trade generally that as 
much business as possible should go thru 
“A” booksellers. 

The Committee find that some publish- 
ers are in the habit of opening credit ac- 
counts with customers who are not even 
aware of the existence of the Net Book 
Agreement. It is the general feeling that 
a firm of publishers opening an account 
should accept responsibility for seeing that 
the customer has signed the Net Book 
Agreement before the account is opened. 

Investigations showed that the dividing- 
line between the wholesaler and the re- 
tailer is not distinct, and is fruitful of much 
confusion. In fact, the evidence showed 
greater clarity to be essential. One group 
of booksellers expressed the view that there 
were too many firms recognized as whole- 
salers by publishers. 

The most satisfactory definition of a 
wholesale bookseller would appear to be 
one whose main business is to buy in bulk, 
carry stock, and supply orders exclusively 
to the retail trade. In practice there are 
firms which do not carry stock, which do 
not handle books exclusively, or which are 
chiefly retailers and yet are recognized as 
wholesalers. (The Committee realize that 


with juvenile publications additional whole- 
sale channels are used and needed to sell 
this class of publication, but, of course, at 
net prices. 


Such wholesaler is bound by 
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the terms of the Net Book Agreement. }):; 
in practice it has not always been brouch: 
to his notice, tho recent arrangements mad- 
between The Publishers’ Association and 
The Associated Booksellers help in tha: 
direction. ) 

The Committee’s attention was draw; 
to the practice of arrangements being made 
by authors and publishers for books, usual]; 
in sets and special bindings, being supplied 
to the public on the instalment system thru 
one house exclusively, and not thru the 
trade generally, who are sometimes de- 
barred from dealing with them in this 
form. This exclusion was felt by book- 
sellers to be injurious. 


(B) Terms 


A great deal of time was spent in dis- 
cussing the general practice of the trade 
with regard to terms. After going thru 
all the evidence very carefully, the Com- 
mittee is forced to the conclusion that the 
present position cannot be described as any- 
thing else but chaotic. One or two facts 
have emerged which are considered of suffi- 
cient importance to place on record. 

Booksellers regard a discount of 33% 
per cent on subscription (including a 
strictly limited period thereafter, as is 
given by some publishers) and on journey; 
and 25 per cent for daily orders, as the 
minimum on which their businesses can 
be efficiently run. 

The custom of some publishers in giving 
journey terms off journey for bona fide 
stock orders, is regarded by booksellers as 
essential, and a practice which in théir 
opinion should be more extensively carried 
out. 

There appears to be some tendency for 
dictionaries to be issued at non-net prices. 
The opinion was expressed that this was 
liable to restrict their sale thru ordinary 
bookshops. 


(C) Metuops or Detivery oF Books 
(a) In Country 


By far the most important agency for de- 
livery of books to the country would ap- 
pear to be Messrs. Sutton; one witness 
stated that in his opinion nine out of every 
ten parcels were sent thru this firm. 

The generally adopted method seems to 
be for Sutton’s to enter into a 12-lb. con- 
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-ract (the terms of which are settled after 
, month’s trial) with booksellers for the 
lelivery of all parcels; the basis of the con- 
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No parcel shall exceed 12 Ib. in 
weight. 

ii) Only one parcel a day from any 

one publisher shall be included. 

The charge shall be a fixed 

monthly fee based on the experi- 

ence of the month’s trial. 

(iv) For parcels over 12 lb. in weight 
and for additional parcels from 
one publisher an extra charge shall 
be made. 


Under this contract the bookseller is sup- 
posed to have all parcels sent by Sutton, 
and also is debarred from asking publish- 
ers to split up orders so as to send 12 |b. 
one day, 12 lb. the next day, and so on. 

Sutton’s know that these clauses are not 
always adhered to, and inasmuch as they 
are difficult to enforce or check, they do 
not seem to be very satisfactory. 

Sutton’s get no preferential rates from 
the railways, but as they are able to group 
together a lot of small parcels for each 
town they can get bulk rates; owing to the 
tact that on arriving at their destination 
the goods are met at the station by Sut- 
ton’s local agent and delivered locally, 
they claim that their delivery is as a rule 
quicker than if the goods were consigned 
thru the Railway Company. 

Their claim is therefore twofold: 


(7) That their rates for every day 
small parcels, even making allow- 
ance for the 2d. booking fee, are 
cheaper than railway rates (Goods 
and Passenger). 

(77) That their delivery, when they de- 
liver in the town of arrival, is as 
quick as, if not quicker than, the 
railways’ Passenger Train Service. 


Evidence shows that Sutton’s services 
seem to be generally satisfactory. 

Parcels sent under contract have to be 
delivered to Golden Lane; carriage-paid 
parcels are collected by Sutton. It ap- 
peared that if parcels were sent thru Sutton 
carriage paid they would quote cheaper 
rates, and would charge no booking fee. 
Uhis seems worthy of further investigation. 

Other firms such as Hayden and Billing 
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merely receive parcels for particular cus- 
tomers, assemble them, and deliver them 
to the Railway; they do not act as car- 
riers and deliver at the other end. 

Sea transport is cheapest, and for certain 
towns comparatively fast. 

Evidence on damages arising from faulty 
packing shows clearly that it is largely the 
fault of the carriers, but it is noticed that 
whereas the percentage of casualties in egg 
transport is small, in books it is much 
higher than it should be. This calls for 
attention. 


(b) In Town 


The town bookseller secures his supplies 
thru the means of collectors or messengers 
or by delivery from publisher, binder, or 
wholesaler. 

One of the chief difficulties of collecting 
in London is the fact that a number of 
books emanate from sources other than the 
general book publishers. These include 
trade journals, publications of Societies and 
Institutions, Acts of Parliament, etc. The 
headquarters from which these are issued 
are often unknown or lie off the beaten 
track, and a good deal of the collector’s 
time is taken up in tracing them. 

The Cooperative Town Trade Delivery 
Service has yet to be examined. In this 
connection the Orders Clearing House 
(referred to on page 21) might also serve 
as a collecting-house, to which publishers 
would deliver their parcels for collection so 
that collectors in London and the suburbs 
would not call on individual publishers. 

The area of free delivery by publishers 
and wholesalers varies greatly, but is prob- 
ably wider in the case of the wholesaler. 


(D) Process oF DELIVERY 


(a) Promptness of Supply 


Both in town and country great im- 
portance is attached by booksellers to the 
necessity for promptness. 

It was admitted that the public had been 
spoilt in this respect, but the country book- 
seller is well aware that a keen bookbuyer 
can by writing to London get a book 
by return of post; the town bookseller may, 
unless he undertakes to collect the same 
day any book that may be required, see the 
customer walk out and try elsewhere. 

A practice which is followed by some 
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booksellers of sending orders by post ad- 
dressed to travelers, often to their private 
addresses, perhaps in the hope of getting 
journey terms, is a fruitful source of de- 
lay in the execution of orders. 


(b) New Publications (Delivery of) 


The opinion was expressed on several 
occasions that delivery of new publications 
was the weakest spot in the whole organiza- 
tion. 

Delivery seems, in the main, to be en- 
tirely haphazard, and a great deal of fric- 
tion between booksellers and public is 
caused. Tho in many cases it is the present 
practice to deliver books on the day before 
publication with the proviso that they are 
not to be sold until the day of issue, in 
many cases country parcels containing new 
books are dispatched the day before pub- 
lication, but in town, delivery is made on 
the actual day of publication. 

‘Town booksellers who are low down on 
the publishers’ delivery list do not, there- 
fore, receive copies till well on in the day. 
If the book is an important one, getting 
considerable press notices on the day of 
publication, this probably means that the 
bookseller disappoints inquirers and suffers 
an unmerited reflection upon his efficiency. 


In the case of the export trade it ap- 
pears that should the subscription of a new 
book exceed expectation, the custom is for 
Colonial numbers to be cut down or cut 
out, pending a fresh binding or a reprint. 
This at times means that English papers 
containing notices of books arrive in the 
Dominions and Colonies before the stock; 
this undoubtedly loses sales, and is short- 
sighted policy on the part of the publisher. 


It does not appear that the Dominions 
and Colonies want early deliveries except 
in the case of seasonal books—for instance, 
a book for Lenten reading should be sup- 
plied so as to reach them by Lent. Apart 
from such seasonal books, delivery to the 
export agent or shipping direct simultane- 
ously with the date of English publication 
is enough. 

The Committee puts forward for con- 
sideration the following suggestions regard- 
ing new books: 


(1) That each publisher should have 
one particular day of the week as 
his publishing day. 
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(11) That country parcels should be 
sent off the day before publication, 
if not two days. 

(iii) ‘That delivery to wholesalers and 
exporters be made by 10 a. m. on 
the day before publication, failing 
delivery on the previous day. 

(iv) That town delivery be made on 
the day before publication. 

(v) That in all cases it is desirable 
that attention be called in a promi- 
ment way both on the parcel and on 
the invoice to the fact that the book 
is not to be exhibited or put on 
sale till the day of publication. 

(vi) ‘That in the case of town delivery 
invoices should not be enclosed in 
the parcel. 


(c) Delivery at Purchaser's Risk 


It is generally agreed that, with the ex- 
ception of town deliveries, delivery is made 
at purchaser’s risk. 


(E) Books oN APPROVAL 


(a) Books on Sale or Return | 


The sending of books on sale or return 
is not general in the sense that the term 
is understood by the Continental book- 
trade, but it is practised extensively in spe- 
cial cases with advantage to both publish- 
ers and booksellers. 


(b) Books on Approval to Booksellers 


Whilst it is by no means an universal 
practice, most serious publications are sup- 
plied on approval. Evidence received lead 
the Committee to suppose that this custom 
could with advantage be more generally 
followed, the only difficulty being the lia- 
bility of damage to stock and consequent 
loss. 


III. Distribution from Retailer to Public 


(A) THe Net Book AGREEMENT 


We find that the Net Book Agreement 
is the charter of the whole booktrade. We 
find that it is essential to booksellers, and 
therefore essential to publishers, and that 
it is designed to secure wide and effective 
distribution of books. It superseded a sys- 
tem of uncontrolled competition in prices 
which had done incalculable harm not only 
to booksellers, but (by the great diminu- 
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tion in intelligent and stock-keeping book- 
gllers) to authors and publishers (as was 
recognized by their respective Associa- 
tions ). 

We discover no evidence that there is 
any desire to alter the wording of the 
agreement, but there is ample evidence that 
its implications and obligations are vague. 

We find it is not generally realized that 
the Net Book Agreement is not really an 
agreement at all, but merely a statement of 
conditions of sale. It is not legally bind- 
ing upon publishers, but in practice pub- 
lishers do in fact conform to its provisions, 
in so far as retail sales are concerned. Pub- 
lishers, are, however, free to supply in 
large quantities for special purposes (e. g. 
for free distribution) at less than the pub- 
lished price. It is important that this 
should be borne in mind in connection with 
the extension of the Net -Book Agreement 
referred to in the paragraphs which fol- 
low. 

The question of whether such special 
business could be done thru a_ bookseller 
deserves further consideration. 

It is agreed that while publishers must 
be free to find their own channels of dis- 
tribution, those channels should normally 
be the retail booktrade, which has to de- 
pend for its living on the sale of books, 
and on which publishers mainly rely for 
securing that their books reach the public. 

Evidence was received that the spirit, if 
not the wording, of the Net Book Agree- 
ment was being broken by the payment by 
the bookseller of the cost of reinforcing 
bindings. (The payment of railway fares 
and traveling expenses has been agreed by 
The Publishers’ Association and The As- 
sociated Booksellers to be a breach.) 

We believe that there is general agree- 
ment with the findings of The Publishers’ 
Association that the maintenance of over- 
seas of an extended form of the Net Book 
Agreement (in the shape of protection of 
locally enhanced prices) is beset with diffi- 
culty; but the evidence before us shows the 
desirability and practicability of ensuring 
that the English net published prices should 
be the minimum price at which the public 
is able to buy English books anywhere. 


At present export commission agents can 
secure their requirements without any obli- 
gation whatsoever to sign or comply with 
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the Net Book Agreement. Further, any 
exporter, whether a bona fide book exporter 
or merely a commission agent, appears to 
be supplied at trade terms as a matter of 
course by most publishers. 

In this connection there was evidence 
that the privilege of receiving trade terms 
is much abused by export commission 
agents, who are not bona fide book ex- 
porters. The abuses include: 


(7) The evasion of the Net Book 
Agreement in Great Britain itself. 

(it) The supply to the public abroad 
on trade terms, plus a collecting 
commission. 

(11) The supply to libraries and insti- 
tutions abroad on trade terms, plus 
a nominal commission. 


There was abundant evidence to support 
the view that sales effected in Great 
Britain, i.e. when the publisher’s imme- 
diate customer is in the United Kingdom, 
should and could be protected by the Net 
Book Agreement, and that this can easily 
be accomplished by insisting that all book- 
sellers, book exporters, and export commis- 
sion agents should be asked to sign and 
comply with the terms of the Net Book 
Agreement. ‘There is no evidence of any 
overseas bookseller supplying books to the 
public at less than the home published 


price. 


(B) Free DELIVERY TO CUSTOMER 


It is usual for the purchaser to be 
charged postage on all orders for less than 


£2. 


(C) Discount oN Non-Net Books 


The sale of books published at non-net 
prices is not covered by the terms of the 
Net Book Agreement, a fact which is some- 
times made use of to evade the spirit of 
the Net Book Agreement by offering an 
exaggerated discount on non-net books. 


(D) ReLeAsE DATE 

There is no hard and fast rule about 
the “release date” for books—some book- 
sellers posting books to customers in the 
country on the night before publication. It 
was felt that a definite ruling was needed.

Ps American Review, explains “com- 
petition.” He says, 
The term ‘competition’ in the past 


has been too restricted in its application. 
Usua lly, it has been limited to those busi- 
ness institutions which made or sold similar 
products to the same sales market. In 
reality, competition exists also among those 
who seek to satisfy the same buyers, re- 
gardless of the product. So long as there 
is some limit to purchasing power, the pur- 
chase of one item withdraws funds that 
might have been available for some other 
product. With average consumers this is 
absolutely true. Money spent or promised 
tor the purchase of an automobile is not 
available for clothes or for a radio.” 

This appears to be a sensible enough way 
of looking at it. After all, persons engaged 
in the same work unconsciously aid one an- 
other. If a Cadillac advertisement depicts 
the joys of motoring and shows to the man 
ot limited means the need for the owning 
of an automobile the Ford agency in his 
town may be benefited by the sale. Nor 
does that mean that the Cadillac company’s 
advertising is wasted, for if the new owner’s 
income increases he may eventually be in 
a position to buy the higher priced automo- 
bile. The realization that this is so has 
caused several industries to combine in 
trade institutional advertising campaigns. 

The advertising of an article only as an 
article pre-supposes a knowledge on the 
part of potential buyers of the uses or 
benefits of that merchandise. In order to 
introduce it to new people, “reason why” 
copy must be used. That type of selling 
appeal must show the uninitiated just what 
he is going to get in return for his money. 

[t is this path which we hope to take in 
our campaign to advertise BookShop- 
ping. We will keep pounding, “Go to 
the BookShops” in all of the copy, en- 
deavoring to convince the casual reader 
that he will receive a great benefit from 
every such trip he takes. ‘There are many 


“angles” to a campaign of this sort but two 
are of outstanding value. He can be con- 
vinced of the fact that there’s more pleas- 
ure and interest in books than in any of the 
other things for which he pays money when 
in search of entertainment, and he can also 
be convinced that the BookShopping habit 
will increase his value in the eyes of 
friends or casual or business acquaintances 
and associates. 

It is going to take a while to do this 
job—and it is going to take the complete 
cooperation of all of these so-called “com- 
petitors’ who are really not competitors at 
all. Judging by the manner in which or- 
ders are coming in from the bookstores, we 
will be able to start the campaign in Sep- 
tember. But we are only a fifth of the 
way towards our quota of ten thousand 
copies of the Book Selection.

Obituary Notes 
DONN BYRNE 


Donn Byrne, Irish short-story writer 
and novelist was killed in an automobile 
accident on Tuesday near his Irish resi- 
dence, Coolmain Castle, at Bandon. Byrne 
was riding, with his secretary, in a new 
automobile. ‘The steering gear was giving 
serious trouble and his secretary after un- 
successfully trying to persuade him to turn 
back, left the car. She followed, walking 
and turned a corner in the road to find 
Byrne pinned under the car in a ditch 
three feet deep in water. 

Byrne was born in New York during a 
visit of his family to this country. His real 
name was Brian Oswald Donn-Byrne. He 
was a graduate of University College, 
Dublin, Ireland, and studied English liter- 
ature in Paris and Leipzig. He married 
Dorothy Mary Elizabeth Cadogen in 1911 
and returned to New York the same year. 
His books include, “Stories Without 
Women,” 1915; “The Strangers’ Ban- 
quet,” 1919; “Messer Marco Polo,” 1921; 
“The Wind Bloweth,” 1922; ‘“Change- 
ling,” 1923; “Blind Raftery and His 
Wife,” 1924; “O’Malley of Shanganagh,” 
1925; “Hangman’s House,” 1926; “Broth- 
er Saul,” 1927; and “Crusade,” 1928. Mr. 
Byrne was but thirty-eight years old, hav- 
ing been born in 1889.

CURRENT RARE BOOK NOTES 


Frederick M. Hopkins 


[O8DON abounds in quaint societies 

but one of the oddest is one known as 
“The Sette of Odd Volumes” founded in 
1878 by Bernard Quaritch, the great book- 
seller, and a few friends, all bookish people. 
Originally it consisted of twenty-one mem- 
bers, the number of the volumes of the 
Variorum Shakespeare of 1821, but within 
a few years twenty-one supplemental vol- 
umes were admitted, so that today, in the 
words of a lay of Odd Volumes, “though 
the Sette counts twenty-one, it adds up 
forty-two.” 

Once a month regularly, from October 
to June, with the exception of December, 
the Odd Volumes are “united to form a 
pertect Sette,” their avowed object being 
“conviviality and mutual admiration.” Up 
to the present they have issued about 250 
items, more or less important, some of 
which are eagerly sought by American col- 
lectors. The books are either reprints of 
rare books or manuscripts, or original pro- 
ductions mainly of a bibliographical char- 
acter. It is a rule that no member, or 
“O. V.” as he is called, may sell any printed 
work of the Sette, and as there is an under- 
standing that on the death of an “O. V.” 
his copies shall be returned to the archives, 
the appearance of Odd Volume books is 
extremely rare. This is the semi-centennial 
year of the society and it has been properly 
celebrating the event. 





E are indebted to a regular reader of 
these pages for a copy of the first 
catalog of the late George D. Smith, rare 
book dealer, published in 1895 from 69 
Fourth Avenue. It comprised “A Selec- 
tion from the Literary Correspondence of 
the Late James R. Osgood, Esq., Publisher 
of Boston,” 67 items in all, making 12 
pages, 444 by 634 inches. The most valu- 
able item was a copy of “Barnaby Rudge” 
printed by Lea & Blanchard in 1842, with 
the inscription “Fitz-Greene Halleck, from 
his Friend and Adinirer, Charles Dickens,” 
in the handwriting of the famous novelist 
priced at $32.50. The item had this note: 
“The first American edition. ‘This inscrip- 
tion, undoubtedly genuine, is somewhat of 
a puzzle. Dickens was peculiarly and 
justly. incensed against American reprints 
of his books and yet presented one of them 
to an admired friend. Presentation copies 
of Dicken’s own books, bearing his auto- 
graph are of extreme rarity, and command 
high prices. It is not often that two such 
well known names are in conjunction.” It 
seems rather strange now that such an ex- 
planation should have been thought neces- 
sary for charging $32.50 for a presenta- 
tion copy of one of his books by Charles 
Dickens. This catalog gave no indication 
that the bookshop from which it appeared 
would, in a few years, become one of the 
most famous in the world. 
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"THE world’s biggest volume of Dante’s 


“Divine Comedy,” the smallest edition 
of it, and the most ancient manuscript of 
that masterpiece, are all on exhibition at 
the Casa Italiana of Columbia University. 
These three items are part of a display of 
12,000 volumes which were brought to this 
country from Italy by representatives of the 
Italian government who are sponsoring the 
exhibition to show that Italy is a world 
leader in printing, engraving and book 
binding. Sixteen years after Dante’s death, 
in 1321, Ser Francesco Nardi of Barnerina, 
Italy, copied from the poet’s original 
manuscript on the finest vellum, his entire 
“Inferno, Purgatory and Heaven.” ‘That 
book has been preserved by the Italian 
nobility and now is the property of Prince 
Luigi Alberico Trivulzio of Milan, who 
sent it to this country for exhibition, The 
collection will be on view until the first 


of October. 


ALAN GARDNER, manager of the 

book department of the Harvard Co- 
operative Society, Inc., of Cambridge, 
writes us: “It has been suggested that you 
may be interested to know that we have 
just sold a Kelmscott Chaucer, on hand- 
made paper in the original boards, for 
$1,600. This was the copy that was in the 
possession of A. Marsden-Smedley of Lon- 
don. It is now owned by a student at 
Radcliffe College, Miss Doris Benz.” An- 
other Radcliffe student, Miss Katherine 
Ehrgott is the new and proud owner of 
an Ashendene Dante on vellum. Still an- 
other book placed is an Ashendene “Don 
Quixote” on vellum at $1,750, volume two 
to be delivered later. It is interesting to 
know that the modern girl at college is 
collecting such beautiful books, and we 
would like to know if there are among the 
American women’s colleges others of sim- 
ilar collecting propensities. 


“THE Bibliography of Sir Walter 

Scott, Bart.,’ by Arthur Caplan, 
issued by the Head of the Scott Press of 
Philadelphia, is a quarto of 46 pages with 
facsimiles, comprising 122 titles, issued in 
an edition of 150 copies, 120 of which are 
for sale. This is really a checklist but will 
be useful as it is the only separate publica- 
tion of the kind. The reception given to 
this small edition may prepare the way for 
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a more thoro bibliographical work giving 
more details and information in regard to 
the rarer items. In recent years collectors 
on both sides of the Atlantic have shown 
increased interest in Scott and even this 
check list will help attract new collectors 


to the writings of the great novelist. 
W. DAWSON JOHNSTON, of the 

Library of Congress, in Charge of 
Survey of Special Collections, makes the 
following announcement: “The Librarian 
of Congress desires to secure information 
in regard to illustrations of the writings of 
Charles Dickens, particularly those which 
have been published abroad. This infor- 
mation may be addressed to the Office of 
the Survey of Special Collections, Library 
of Congress, Washington, D. C., and 
should include information not only in re- 
gard to extra illustrated copies of Dickens’ 
works, but also illustrations in separate 
form.” 


A NEW architectural library has been es- 

tablished at Princeton University in 
collaboration with the Marquand Library 
of Art and Archaelogy. It will constitute 
one of the most complete libraries for ref- 
erence work in the field of medieval archi- 
tecture in this country, it is announced by 
Professor Charles R. Morey, chairman of 
the department of art and archaeology. 
The new library is in memory of Barr 
Ferree of this city, editor and writer on 
architectural subjects. 


TREATMENT for rare and valuable 

leather bindings is described by John 
Archer, Superintendent of Printing and 
Binding of the New York Public Library 
and a member of the A. L. A. Committee 
on Bookbinding, as follows: 

“Take 4 parts of laolin, and warm it 
slowly until it becomes fluid. To this add 
6 parts of neatsfoot oil and mix thoroly. 
When cool apply with a flat brush, taking 
care to apply only to the leather, and let 
it stand a few hours or over night if pos- 


sible. Polish with a soft cloth. Where an 


added polish is required treat the same as 
above and apply a small quantity of castor 
oil with a soft cloth and then polish with a 
chamois or sheepswool polisher.”

i Humphrey’s Book Shop 
| in Rochester 


‘SUCKED into a crevice of Spring 

Street is Rochester’s only old book- 
store, shabby in the shambling and 
cheerful fashion of one who has many 
friends and loved and cared for by its pro- 
prietor, George P. Humphrey,” says a re- 
cent feature story in the Rochester, New 
York, Sunday Democrat and Chronicle. 
“For more than forty years Mr. Humphrey 
has been in the book business in Rochester 
and for some twenty-odd years his head- 
quarters have been the little basement store 
at No. 67 Spring street. 

“Mr. Humphrey has made his business 
his life. He began by liking books and 
then discovered he was also rather fond of 
people. He combined his two avocations 
in his business and in his little store he 
receives hundreds of friends who have 
come to him in the years and who have 
smoked their pipes and chatted around the 
little black stove. 

“The building in which the bookstore is 
established is itself an old landmark in 
Rochester, having been constructed in 1825 
as the homestead of Kaleb Bicknell, a 
pioneer settler. Adjoining it on the east ts 
Ye Olde House, also erected in 1825. The 
two buildings are now the oldest in Roches- 
ter, still in service. ; 

“Mr. Humphrey’s business, which in its 
scope extends beyond Rochester, dates back 
to 1885 when he opened a store in 
Exchange street, thirteen years later mov- 
ing to the Ye Olde House. In 1902 he 
settled in his present quarters in the house 
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adjoining. Despite the fact that his busi- 
ness is secondhand books, he is also inter- 
ested in antiques. Frequently rare and old 
bits of pottery, glass, and furniture find 
their way into the little shop. Tradition 
has it, that visitors have been requested to 
give up their comfortable chairs, while the 
proprietor struck a bargain and carried 
them out to the waiting motors of other 
patrons.”
